CLERGY AND PEOPLE, i 

The Provost points out that in his experi- 
ence of episcopal work he had many oppor- 
tunities of observing the cordiality of the 
relations between clergy and people, and that 
‘Instances of lay ‘“‘tyranny’’ were very rare.

During the melancholy 
years 1920-1923, there have, indeed, been out- 
ursts of violence directed against loyalist 
minorities, but for the most part it has been 
loyalist and not gua Protestant that the 
members of «the Church of Ireland have 
suffered. That, however, does not mitigate 
for the sufferers the hardships that they have 
endured; and in some districts, especially in 
Kerry, the loyalist or Protestant population 
has been sadly depleted, to the great concern 
of the Church of Ireland, and to the disad- 
vantage of the whole countryside, Loyalty 
to the British Empire has never been popular 
in the South-West of Ireland; and one can 
only hope that, now that the Irish Free State 
is established as a constituent unit of that 
Empire, old prejudices may pass away, 80 
that our Church people may be recognised by 
the country as being as Irishmen as their 
Roman Catholic neighbours. - 

“ There are not wanting signs that the rela- 
tions between Roman Catholics and Protes- 
tants of all denominations are improving in 
the South of Ireland. The attitude adopted 

the Church of Ireland since the inaugura- 
tion of the Irish Free State has been recog- 
nised by the Church’s severest critics as at 
once patriotic and dignified. For the new 
litical order the Church is not responsible, 
ut in Mr. Cosgrave’s administration the 
Church recognises the King’s Government in 
Ireland, al has striven to assist the Irish 
Government by every means in ite power, It 
subscribed a quarter of a million pounds to 
the Irish Loan. which was floated in Decem- 
ber, and this mark of confidence in the 
stability of the new State was greatly ap- 
pteciated. In the South and West of the 
country, the Church of Ireland is strictly 
non-political, unless it be counted a badge of 
atty politics that Churchmen glory in the 
en A citizenship which is still theirs. 
And, although not much is said about it, the 
Roman Catholic population, as a whole, ap- 
.preciate the value to the country of a Church 
which has, in dark days as in bright, steadily 
upheld the moral ‘standards of the Divine law. 

e Church of Ireland has never condoned 
murder or theft or lies; nor, in the twenty-six 
counties, has it at any time counten ‘te 
bellion or disloyalty to the Crown and Empire. 
It is well understood that its support of the 
present administration is due, not to any 
sudden conversion to the political advantages 
of Irish independence, but to the conviction 
that ‘the powers that be are ordained of 
God.’ And such a policy will at last, please 
God, guide our feet into ways of peace, long 
desired, but never despaired of.”’

The Irish Free State probably possesses 
the worst roads in Europe. Even before

The length of the debate, however, will 
not be altogether. unweltome to the 
Government; for it will enable it to place 
its position very clearly before the 
country. Many important speeches can be 
made from the Government Front Bench 
if the other two parties persist in talking. 


A Threatened Strike. 


The thteat of a railway strike docs not 
greatly perturb the Government, though 
it is agreed that it may not fall to its lot 
to deal with such a disaster. The Govern- 
ment of the day, however, will find every- 
thing in ready for an emergency, in order 
that the vital services of the country may 
be carried on. It is thought. that the 
threatened strike can be only a partial 
one, since the members, of the union 
affected number only one-third of the 
total railway personnel. It may, perhaps, 
fail to materialise; for it is certain that 
the Labour Party will do all in its power 
to avert it. A special meeting of the 
Trades Union Congress has been called for 
to-morrow in connection with the threat- 
ened crisis. 


The War Ministry. 


During the week-end there have been 
several additions to the forecasts of the 
composition of the Ministry if, and when, 
a Labour Government comes into power. 
The forecasts indicate 4 considerable 
divergence of opinion with regard to the 


'occupany of the principal offices, and no 


two lists agree with respect to the indi- 
viduals who are to be c and to the 
posts they are to occupy. The statement 
that General Sir Ian Hamilton has been 
approached with a view to his appoint- 
ment as Secretary for War is believed to 
have some foundation, and little surprise 
is expressed that such approaches should 
have been made. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
has shown himself to be a most uncom- 
municative leader, and even prominent 
members of the party confess that they 
are no more enlightened than other people 
with regard to the proposed composition of 
his Government. 


‘Labour Ministers. 


Tt seems quite likely that the Cabinet 
will be composed of men who, only by a 
stretch of imagination, can be called 
Labour men. The names suggested include 
those of Lord Haldane, Lord Parmoor, 
Mr. Patrick Hastings, Mr. Sidney Webb, 
Mr. Philip Snowden, Coloneit Wedgwood, 
Mr. Henderson, Mr. Thomas and Mr. 
Clynes. Few of these have ever done 
manual work. They are all intellectuals, 
and most of them have earned their bread 
by their brains, and not by using their 
hands. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald himself 
has never been what may be termed a 
working man; for most of his life has 
been spent in writing and politics. 


Lady Mary Thynne. 


The name of Lady Mary Thynne, a 
daughter of the. Marquis of Bath, has been 
so often mentioned of late in connection 
with the Royal Family that it is not sur- 
prising that a denial has been issued that 
she has any ntention of paying a visit to 
South Africa this year, either at the time 
.of the visit of the Prince of Wales or at 
any other period. It is also denied that 
she will be among the ladies-in-waiting 
of Princess Alice, Countess of Athlone. 
This denial ought to set at rest some of the 
rumours which have been the subject of 
much idle discussion of late.

THE REVISED MILEAGE RATE 
OF PAY.

LONDON, Sunday. 

It is doubtful if anything would have been 
heard about a railway strike in Great Britain 
but for the ocopenel revision of the mileage 
basis of payment for locomotive men. 

The reason for the existence of this system 
may be easily understood. All drivers after 
six years’ service are entitled to a minimum 
or base wage of 15s. a day. Firemen are 
entitled to lls. from the fifth to the tenth 
years, and to 12s, in the eleventh year. .

Clynes will certainly be the deputy leader 
in the House of Commons, and there is still, 
apparently, a possibility that Lord Haldane 
may be the Lord. Chancellor. 

It is clear from statements which he has 
made that Mr. Macdonald intends to concen- 
trate attention on three vital questions— 
foreign policy, unemployment, and housing— 
all of which the Labour Party feel may, to 
a large extent, be regarded as non-party 
matters. 

As to the Budget, nothing drastic need be 
anticipated. By the time the Labour Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer gets to the Treasury 
the financial. year will be fast running out; 
the Budget for the coming year will have 
been already framed,. and it would be a 
matter of the utmost difficulty for any new 
Chancellor to change the proposals of the 
Budget in any drastic way in the very short 
time that would be available.

TOMB. 


DIVERS STILL UNABLE TO 
REACH THE L 24. 


From Our SPECIAL Corresronpent. 
WEYMOUTH, Sunday. 

It is highly probable that the sunken L 24 
will never be raised from her resting place off 
Portland Bill. There can be no survivors. 

Giant waves are rearing high, as though 
wickedly determining to hold their victims tor 
ever. ‘Lhe submarine down there, in utter 
darkness, may be for all time the tomb ol 
the 43 men who sailed from Portland Har- 
bour last Thursday morning. 

Divers are still waiting to descend, but the 
storm still rages in the Channel. Enormous 
breakers are thundering on Chesil Beach, 
hurling peebles high into the air, and sending 
up clouds. of. spray, which reach the shore 
in- impenetrable mists. Inspection work ou 
the wreck is utterly impossible. 

As soon as the gale sibsidés divers will go 
down, and will oll, g a report upon the condl- 
tion of the structure, which is buoyed by twe 
steel wires. | 

They will have to work ‘in utter’ darkness, 
and can only remain about seven minutes 
below, owing to the enormous pressure, ‘lwe 
of the divers have been working recovering 
gold from the sunken Laurentic.

tion. It tells of the divorce of an Egyptian 
named Amenhouep from his wife Tapathy.

I have said unto thee ‘make for thyself a 
husband.’ J shall not be able to stand before 
thee in any house to which thou shalt zo: I 
have no claim on earth against thee in account 
of a wife from to-day onward."

STARTLING THEORY IN 
BERLIN MURDER.  -

A political crime, apparently carried out 
Ly the long arm of the Communist organisa- 
tion in Moscow, has beon engaging the atten- 
tion of the Berlin police for the past week. 

Last Monday evening a barber named 
Johann Rausch was discovered by his neig 
bours lying dead in the loft of a working 
class dwelling in a poor quarter of Northern 
Berlin. He had been k by two shots. 
Murder has, unfortunately, become a not very 
uncommon crime in districts of this character, 
and it ‘was not at first realised that unusual 
circumstances attached to this particular 
crime. : 

Inguiries made by the police, however, 
showed that Rausch had been enticed from 
his dwelling to the loft, and had then been 
deliberately shot down. It is believed that 
the motive of the crime was political, as 
Rausch had been a member of the Communist 
Party, and had held some minor office of trust 
in its ranks. This trast, which, it may. be 
assured, had to do with Russian funds, he 
was considered to have betrayed, and on 
being tried by the Party he was ordered to be 
“done away with.” i 

The two men pt dr to carry out his 
execution were named Fritz, a young Saxon, 
and Peters, described as a powerful, thick-set 
man of about thirty, speaking German with a 
Russian accent. About Fritz nothing appears 
to be known, but the police have discovered 
that Peters is none other than the former 
member of the Murder Committee of the 
Moscow Cheka, known during the worst 
period of the Bolshevist excesses as “ Hang- 
man Peters.”’ 

The two men, after shooting Rausch, got 
away in the direction of the Nord Railway 
Slation, and could not be traced further. The 
police are offering a high reward for informe- 
tion as to their flight. ~—Z'imesa Telegram.

Srr,—Many people would not like to see 
Ireland a land of trippers. Such places as 
Wicklow, Glengarriff, arney, Connemara, 
etc., which are so abundantly endowed by 
nature, however, attract, visitors; and, »con- 
ducted on p r lines, could be made re- 
munerative without any weakening of the 
character of the people. Recently the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company sent 
representatives to Killarney to ese any Eo 
local hotels to prepare for the coming i 
This is good business on the part oí the carry- 
ing com ay. Killarney has still some ex- 
mee Hy hote and boarding-houses. Some 
years ago the number of hotels (large and 
small) was sufficient to accommodate any de- 
mand. —It was only on the occasion of a Royal 
visit or during the holding of a congress or 
Oireachtas, or some exceptional event, that 
crowding was experienced, 

Accommodation for visitors is not the difii- 
culty, but a reasonable transport scheme. 
Last September I went to Killarney, The 
railway penpeny charged me 60s, for a third- 
class return ticket. A decade ago the same 
journey cost me 14s. Why this extraordinary 
difference? So Jong as the. present railway 
rates obtain visitors to Killarney will be few, 
and there is no inducement. to Killarney 
people or others to invest capital in hotel 
undertakings. People satiated with cities and 
the palgnnouring staside resorts will go to 
Killarney and similar places if the carrying 
companies will carry them at reasonable rates. 
If the railway companies will now announce 
reasonable excursion rates for holiday-seekers 
and other travellers, I venture to say that the 
people of Killarney will agree ample hotel 
accommodation at rates suit all kets. 
Killarney is still as beautiful as Macaulay 
found it, when he wrote that when the sun 
shines out in all its glory the landscape has a 
freshness and a warmth 'of colouring seldom 
found in our latitude. The turf js of a lovelier 
hue than elsewhere; the varnish of the holly 
and the ivy is more glossy, and berries of a 
brighter red peep through foliage of a brighter 
green. .

LONDON-VIENNA SERVICE 
INAUGURATED. 


A wireless telegraph service between Eng- 
land and Austria was officially inaugurated 
on Saturday. The service is operated by the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company, in con- 
junction with the Austrian Marconi pany, 
and is a direct and continuous duplex ser- 
vice, transmission passing from Radi 
London, through the i 
Ongar, Essex, to Laaerberg, where the mes- 
sages are automatically relayed to the central 
office at Renngass, 14, Vienna. 

Transmission from Vienna is carried on 
thfough the Deutsch-Altenburg Station, and 
messages for Great Britain are received st 
the Brentwood Station, and automatically re- 
layed to Radio House. The service is work- 
ing efficiently, and the transmigsion of a 
message between London and Vienna takes 
from 10 to 15 minutes. The rates for messages 
between London and Vienna are, for the 
present, the same as those for land-line tele- 
graphy.

“1 will undercut the price of the cheapest 
American wheat you can buy by two dollars 
per ton,” the Russian Soviet agent here 
olfered the Greek Government this week. 

On this basis a preliminary contract was 
arranged for fifteen thousand tons” by the 
Greek Food Minister, M. Galopoulos, yester- 
day, and if the wheat is satisfactory larger 
contracts will be given to the Soviet agent. 

It was also agreed to permit wheat boats to 
transport the Russian wheat without paying 
harbour charges in Russian ports. 

The purpose of these favourable Russian 
terms is regarded here as an endeavour to 
speed up the resumption of Russian com: 
mercial and diplomatic relations with Greece.
